In. fact this isa more frequent 
cause than the proverbial late meal at 
night ‘time... Oné means of guarding 
against night terrors in a highly ner- 
vous~child is not to allow the child to 
sleep in’ the dark, or by itself,”’ 

To this might be added the fact that 
night terrors often occur during the 
time the second teeth are beginning to 
come, especially if the child is given 
indigestible food ‘and is constipated.

Rachel—I am sorty that you’ are 
suffering so much from what you 
consider are ‘nerves’, but I must be 
frank with you and tell you that | 
think your chief trouble consists in 
thinking too much about yourt nerves.

THE DANGERS OF

I come now to a phase of for- 
tune telling and of all. kindred

THE HARP OF IRELAND 


The ancient Irish harp, was o 
two kinds—a small instrument 
used chiefly for religious purposes 
first by the old Druids in their 
rites, and later by the Christian 
bishops afid abbots. The. other 
harp was*large, and was used in 
public assemblies and in battles. 

The bagpipes were introduced 
into Ireland from Caledonia. They 
had the same use in the Irish 
armies they now have in the High- 
land regiments. But the Irish 
made, in the course of time, an 
improvement, tsing bellows to fill 
the chanter, instead of the mouth, 
and continued improving the in- 
strument until the union-pipes of 
today are the result.

Everyone who enters a storeto make a purchase can influence the 
exchange situation and help to provide employment for Canadian 
workmen by asking for the Canadian product. It may not be possible 
in all instances to secure it, but only by this sort of pressure will the 
American buying habit be curbed. 

This is not anti-American policy ; it is pro- -Canadian policy. This 
is a critical time in the industrial life of Canada. There is ev ery con- 
fidence that it will be safely survived, but each individual ean do his 
bit towards more: quickly regaining uniform prosperity if he will 


assist in reducing the annual outlay of nearly a bilon dollars which’ 
we. are sending to the United States.
